Rev. JAMES R. LONG.

Rev. James Rufus Long, son of Jesse and Nancy Long, was born 
in McMinn County, Tenn., June 19, 1828, and died at his home in 
Tuscola, N. C., December 27, 1898. He was reared on the farm and 
his primary education was obtained in the country schools. In 
early youth he made a public profession of faith in Christ, and 
joined the Methodist Church. Soon after he felt that he was called 
to the ministry, and entered Hiwassee College for the purpose of 
more thoroughly preparing himself for the work. In 1851, at the 
age of twenty-one years, he joined the Holston Conference, at 
Athens, Tenn., and was appointed to the Waynesville Circuit, which 
then embraced all of Haywood, Jackson and Swain counties, and 
perhaps a part of Macon County. This large circuit which was 
several hundred miles around, he travelled once a month, preaching 
every day in the week except Monday. We do not know all of the 
charges he served. He was two years Presiding Elder of the Frank- 
lin District. Part of his time he was engaged in the educational 
work. In 1860 he was in charge of Richland Institute, which was 
then a District High School, and in 1876-77, he was President of 
Asheville Female College. While most of his work was in Western 
North Carolina, he filled some important charges in his native 
State. During the war between the States he travelled in East 
Tennessee, and the Union sentiment being strong in some parts of 
his work, it was amid dangers and difficulties that he pursued his 
work. 

On March ,10, 185*, Brother Long was married to Miss Sarah 
Jane Fitzgerald, who was to him a true and faithful wife as long 
as he lived. About the year 1871, he was appointed as missionary 
to the Eastern Band of Cherokee Indians (who hold a Government 
reservation in Swain and Jackson counties, N. C.), which position 
he faithfully served for about seven years. Brother Long was one 
of the pioneer preachers of Western North Carolina, and many were 
the hardships which he endured — frequently endangering his life 
in crossing- the swollen streams and some times in going from one 
appointment to another he would be overtaken by night and would 
lose his way in the unbeaten trails in the mountains and uninhab- 
ited regions, and forced to remain in the dismal forest until day- 
light without food or shelter. But with undaunted courage and 
unabated zeal he continued with masterly strokes to wield the gos- 
pel sword, and his labors were not in vain. With small salaries, 
amid trials and discouragements, he labored on, prayed on, sang on, 
preached on, the Lord continually giving him souls to his ministry. 

About ten years ago his health failed so that he was not able to 
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do full work, and it became necessary for him to be placed on the 
supernumerary list, since that time he has done what ne could as 
assistant pastor on his home charge. He was in his usual health to 
within one week of his ueath, when he was taken with pneumonia, 
which proved fatal. He was conscious of the fact that he was 
nearing the end and spoke of his departure as one ready to go. 

Our brother has passed peacefully away, we trust to that blissful 
clime where there is fullness of joy and pleasures forever more. 

“ With heavenly weapons he has fought 
The battles of his Lord, 

Finished his course and kept the faith, 

And gained a great reward.” 



Rev. JAMES T. LYON.

Rev. Jas. T. Lyon, son of E. B. and A. A. Lyon, was born in 
Granville County, N. C., September 11, 1850. His parents were 
among the good livers of Granville County. Here, in a good country 
home, and under the training of a Christian mother, Brother Lyon 
grew up to young manhood; and he ever loved the people of this 
section and the hills and valleys of Tar River. At twelve years of 
age he was converted and joined the Methodist Church. As to the 
consistency of his early Christian life nothing is known by the 
writer, except what may be inferred from his after life, his splendid 
peronality and his absolute freedom from any mark or hint of 
dissipation of any kind. 

He enjoyed such school advantages as his section afforded during 
his boyhood, and afterwards was three years a student in the State 
University at Chapel Hill. Either while at Chapel Hill or after- 
wards, he studied law, and for some time practiced law at Greenville, 
N. C. About this time, and perhaps in connection with his practice 
of law, he engaged in the mercantile business, and for some time 
edited the Greenville Reflector. But strong as were his desires and 
promising as was the future for his professional and business life, 
the Lord had His eye upon him for a field to which he was better 
suited, and where he was more needed. In 1874, he received a 
great spiritual uplift, and deepening of his Christian experience, 
and with this there came the unmistakable call of God to the min- 
istry of the gospel. He was licensed to preach in January, 1876, 
and was received on trial into travelling connection of the North 
Carolina Conference, at Greensboro, N. C., November 30th, of that 
year. He was ordained Deacon by Bishop Geo. F. Pierce, at Char- 
lotte, N. C., December 1, 1878; and was ordained Elder by the same 
Bishop, at Durham, N. C., November 27, 1881. He filled the fol- 
lowing appointments, viz.: 1877-79, Whiteville Circuit; 1880-81, Nash- 
ville Circuit; 1882-85, Durham Circuit; 1886-89 Laurinburg; 1890-92, 
St. John’s Station; 1893, Hay Street Station, Fayetteville; 1894, 
Centenary Station, New Bern; 1895-97, Rockingham Station. At 
the close of this year, with the hope of regaining his failing health, 
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he transferred to the Western North Carolina Conference,, and was 
stationed at Hendersonville. Here, with an occasional interruption 
because of bad health, he pursued his loved employ till death 
released him from earthly trial and suffering, April 18, 1899, at 3 
o’clock p. m. 

Such, in brief, was the career of our departed Brother Lyon. But 
the record of what he did to bless his fellowmen, of the souls led 
to Christ under his ministry, of the troubled hearts comforted by his 
messages of love, yea, the record of his secret battles and victories, 
of what he (lid and what he was, is on high. There is no rule by 
which we may compute and aggregate the good or ill influence of a 
human being. Men’s acts become causes that go on prompting 
other actions which also become causes; so that the influence widens 
and deepens and eternity alone can tell what any one’s influence has 
been. What precious surprises, then, must await one whose life was 
so unselfish and pure as was that of Brother Lyon! 

He lived to bless others. The rewards of professional life and 
business energy and push glittered as brightly before him as any 
man of his section. He was not unmindful of these things. He 
had the taste and refinement to appreciate the comforts and luxuries 
which wealth can buy, and the honors to which professional achieve- 
ment invited him. On the other hand he had the keen spiritual 
insight which saw greater things in the spiritual realm than any 
to be seen in the physical. Hence he set his affection upon things 
above, and not upon things on the earth. All earthly things he 
counted but loss that he might win Christ, and as many as possible 
of his fellowmen to Christ. In this he was successful. He died 
poor in this world’s goods, but rich in faith, in Christian experience 
and in good works. Among his most intimate friends he was 
regarded as one of the most unselfish of men. One of his Presiding 
Elders said of him, ‘ that he was often so unfeignedly forgetful of 
self, as by his very walk to stimulate others to self-sacrifice.” In 
him the Christian graces of sympathy, humility and gentleness 
ripened their fruits almost to perfection. He entered with all his 
heart into the joys and sorrows of those he served as pastor. The 
burdens of his congregation were his burdens, their pleasures his 
pleasures, and iheir afflictions his afflictions. Recently, as an omi- 
nous cloud hung over a home of which he used to be the pastor, a 
good woman, the maternal head of this house was heard to say, “O 
how we miss Brother Lyon.” She was speaking for all the family, 
and for all the congregation. In nis last pastorate, in less than 
a year and six months, he had so ingratiated himself into the hearts 
of the people, that they all, Christians of every denomination, sinners 
of all classes and even the children, from the time they were able 
to talk, called him, “Brother Lyon.” No words could have described 
his relations to the town better than these. He was ever, under 
all circumstances, ana to all people, the same gentle, tender, sym- 
pathetic “Brother i^yon.” As a preacher, Brother Lyon was above 
the average. He was perspicuous, forcible and pathetic. He 
preached the love of the gospel rather than the terrors of the law. 
One of his greatest admirers said the greatest defect in his preach- 
ing was that his sermons were too good, not denunciatory enough. 
He held up a crucified and loving Savior, but seldom unveiled a burn- 
ing Hell. His preaching always fed and inspired, but seldom 
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alarmed and frightened. The people ever heard him gladly. Brother 
Lyon was married May 6, 1874, to Miss Fannie Maitland Small, the 
only daughter of Mr. J. H. Small, of Washington, N. C. She and 
six children, five sons and one daughter, survive, to mourn one of 
the best husbands and kindest fathers. But all these with the many 
friends, who with them, will miss him for years to come, rejoice in 
his noble Christian life, his triumphant death and in the fact that 
now he is gone they all know where to And him.

Rev. WALTER S. CREASY, D.D.

Walter Scott Creasy was born in Floyd County, Virginia, on the 
28th day of May, 1847. He was the son of William O and Sarah 
Creasy, who resided in Virginia until the year 1865, when they 
moved near Mt. Airy, N. C., where they resided the remainder of 
their lives. Young Walter was their only child and he remained 
with his parents until he grew to manhood. During all these years 
he was a comfort to his parents and he imbibed from them those 
sterling principles of genuine Christianity that marked his whole 
career as a preacher and as a man. His educational advantages 
were limited, having been confined to the opportunities afforded 
by the common schools of the neighborhood in which he lived, but 
he by no means allowed these to mark the boundaries of his intel- 
lectual attainments. The young man developed a thirst for knowl- 
edge and exhibited a faculty for acquiring and retaining it that 
caused him, despite all obstacles, to lift himself up to the plane of 
educated men. 

On November 25, 1867, he married Edith E. Sparger, of Surry 
County, N. C. God gave her to him as an helpmeet, and she realized 
it, and no story which recounts the success of his life can truth- 
fully eliminate as one of the elements of that success the services of 
that noble, sweet-spirited woman. She knew how to be a Methodist 
preacher’s wife. To this couple were born seven children, William 
M., Albert H., Sarah B., wife of Mr. B. J. Overcash, Mary E., John W., 
Edith E., and Minnie I.; all of whom survive except Mary, who fell 
on sleep a few weeks before her father’s death. She was for many 
years an invalid and suffered much, but in their tender and loving 
care of this dear child her parents learned as a lesson from God the 
fellowship of suffering and the ministry of sorrow which served to 
make them both a blessing to those in trouble. 

Dr. Creasy was converted in September, 1863, and joined the 
Methodist Church at Salem Church near Mt. Airy, in 1865. He was 
licensed to preach at Mt. Airy on September 11, 1868, and was 
appointed as Supply on the Dan River Mission, in Patrick County, 
Virginia, which appointment he filled as Supply until 1876. He 
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was ordained as Local Elder by Bishop Kavanaugh at Greensboro 
Conference, in 1876, and was at the same time admitted into the 
North Carolina Conference on trial. He had been previously 
ordained Deacon by Bishop Earley at the Episcopal residence in 
Lynchburg, this being the last official act of that venerable man of 
God. At the Conference in Charlotte, in 1878, Bishop Pierce pre- 
siding, he was admitted into full connection. When the Western 
North Carolina Conference was formed from the old North Carolina 
Conference. Dr. Creasy remained with the mother Conference, 
but in 1891 he was transferred to the Western North Carolina Con- 
ference. His appointments from the beginning were as follows: 



1869 — 1876 Dan River Mission, Virginia, as Supply. 

1877 — 1879 Surry Circuit 

1880 — 1881 Salisbury Circuit. 

1882 — 1885 .- Concord Station. 

1886 — 1887 Trinity, Durham. 

1888 — 1891 Grace, Wilmington. 

1892 — 1895 Tryon Street, Charlotte. 

1896 — 1899 Centenary, Winston. 



It will be seen from these appointments that he began his work 
as a Supply on a Mission. Men of the world may say that that was 
the lowest position that a preacher could occupy. It may be so. 
I do not know. But I do know that in all the schools for the young 
Prophets there is none better, for Methodist preachers at least, than 
the Mission or the hard Circuit. And I may say here that in my 
judgment the Methodist preacher is to be pitied who omits this part 
of his theological training. 

While Dr. Creasy was on the Salisbury Circuit, in 1881, one of 
the influential members of the church in which this Conference is 
now being held, heard him preach at a District Conference, and at 
the following Annual Conference this layman interceded with the 
Bishop and procured the appointment of Dr. Creasy to this church 
in Concord. He remained here for four years, and I wish to say 
among these people that I believe that nothing was more promotive 
of the success of Dr. Creasy’s subsequent ministry than the loyal 
support and encouragement given him by this congregation. This 
was his first Station. He came to it with misgivings as to his abil- 
ity to fill it, and had the members criticised and opposed him it 
might have been the cause of his ultimate failure, but the way in 
which they stood by him and encouraged him inspired him with 
new hopes and aspirations, and was a prime factor in his ultimate 
success. While here, he formed the nucleus of a church at Forest 
Hill, and from his efforts at the beginning, followed by the labors 
of succeeding pastors, that church sprung into existence, and after- 
wards became what it is now, one of the largest congregations in 
the Conference. 

While at Durham, his career was marked by glorious revivals that 
added many to the church. When he went to Wilmington, he found 
his congregation was without a church, their old church having 
been recently burned. During his stay, and largely through his 
labors, the congregation built one of the handsomest churches in 
the State, and the debt contracted thereby was all paid or put in 
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shape to be easily liquidated. While pastor here in June, 1890, 
the degree of D.D. was conferred upon him by Trinity College. 
When he went to Charlotte he found Tryon Street Church likewise 
without a place of worship, the new church being then in uie course 
of erection. He gave new impetus to the work, and during his 
four years of acceptable ministry at this Station the membership so 
increased that it became the largest in the State, and during his 
last year at Charlotte Trinity Church was organized, largely from 
the congregation of Tryon Street. Before his work in Winston 
ended the summons came. 

His health began to fail in the beginning of the year 1899, and 
he was found to be suffering from nervous prostration. His family 
and Kind friends did everything in their power to aid him in the 
battle for his life, and he was sent to a sanitarium near Baltimore. 
But the God of all, who knows His workmen and knows whom to call 
and whom to leave behind, had summoned our beloved brother, and 
on August 21, 1899, he died in the sanitarium in Maryland. His 
remains were brought back to his old home and beside the bodies 
of his loved and honored parents, among the green mountains of 
God, where he had spent his early youth, he was laid to rest until 
that gentle voice that called Lazarus forth shall bid him rise. 

His last sermon was preached in Centenary Church, at Winston, 
from the text: “Come unto Me all ye that labor and are heavy 

laden, and I will give you rest.” Ah! No doubt his weary brain 
sought through this most gracious invitation to point God’s tired 
creatures to that rest which remaineth to the people of God. For 
soon there came to him the “one clear call” and this dear friend 
of ours “put out to sea,” and though the darkness and the storm 
were oft-times round about, yet now r we know that he has “crost 
the bar,” and he has seen his “Pilot face to face.” 

Dr. Creasy had much that contributed to his success in personal 
appearance, in social, in mental and in spiritual attainments. He 
was a man of flue physical manhood, his features clear-cut and 
regular, and a countenance in which all the impulses of his soul 
were easily mirrored. In the social circle he was an entertaining 
and instructive companion, but more than all else he was thoroughly 
sympathetic. Surely there has not for a generation lived in our 
midst a man in whose eye the tear of sympathy more often gathered. 
And let us know, my brethren, that there is nothing that draws men 
to us more than our sympathy for them. Following the bent of his 
social nature, Dr. Creasy joined the Masons, Knights of Pythias and 
Odd Fellows. He was held in high esteem in all of these orders, 
and his services were often demanded by them on public occasions. 

In the pulpit Dr. Creasy showed himself an orator. He was all 
in all as fluent a speaker as I have ever heard, and no man that I 
have ever known could command closer attention from an audience. 
He had a wonderful faculty for utilizing the current events of the 
day in impressing his points. He preached the Word and held up 
before a lost world the Crucified One as the only hope of salvation. 
He was as gentle as a lamb and as bold as a lion. No preacher of 
our day was more fearless in attacking the strongholds of sin, 
regardless of who was defending them. 

I asked a prominent lawyer of this State who had Known him 
intimately to tell me what were his leading characteristics. His 
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reply was, “His genuine piety, his loving sympathy and his 
undaunted courage.” And this sentence epitomizes his qualities as 
well as it could be done. 

Brethren, from filling Dan River Mission as a Supply, to the filling 
acceptably the pulpits of the leading Stations in the State, there 
was a wonderful advance. The life of one who accomplished this 
without the aid of any educational advaniages and without any out- 
side influence to aid him, should be a lesson of hope to stimulate 
many of our young preachers who are just beginning their life work. 
Behold what great tilings God hath wrought through him. In 
early life he placed his feet 



■’ Upon the great world’s altar stairs 
That slope thro’ darkness up to God,” 

and unfalteringly he climbed. And who can doubt but at its summit 
his Master met him and greeted him with those most gracious words, 
“Enter thou into the joy of thy Lord!” 

I heard a voice from earth saying unto me, write: 



“ The evil that men do lives after them ; 

The good is oft interred with their bones,” 



and then I turned away all sick at heart to think that this true life, 
so full of noble words and generous deeds, should pass forever from 
the world and leave no fruits of good to follow him and bless his 
name in after years: and lifting up my eyes, I cried, “Oh God! is 
this the end of life?” 

And I heard a voice from heaven saying unto me, write: 

“Blessed are the dead which die in the Lord from henceforth: Yea, 
saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their labours; and their 
works do follow them.”

Tilt: TWENTIETH CENTURY OFFERING. 

According to the action of the last General Conference, we are 
asked to raise as a Twentieth Century Offering, at least one dollar 
per member, which will make an aggregate of seventy thousand dol- 
lars for the Western North Carolina Conference. 

Tc comply with this action we offer the following plan: 

1. That each pastoral charge be regarded as a District, over which 
the pastor shall have immediate supervision. It shall be his duty 
to divide the membership into classes of fifty each — over which he 
shall appoint a leader, whose duty it shall be to personally present 
the object and claims of the movement and solicit a personal offer- 
ing for the same. 

2. Each Presiding Elder shall have supervision of the work within 
his District — arranging Mass Meetings, distributing literature and 
using such other means as will facilitate the collection in the several 
charges in his District. 

3. That a Conference Secretary be appointed, whose duty it shall 
be to have general supervision of the work throughout the Confer- 
ence. He shall cooperate with the Presiding Elders and pastors in 
the distribution of suitable literature, arranging Mass Meetings and 
securing the aid of suitable speakers for the same. 

For Conference Secretary we recommend the appointment of Rev. 
Samuel B. Turrentine. 



DISTRIBUTION OF FUNDS. 

According to the provisions enacted by the General Conference 
the funds raised are to be applied to the following purposes: 

( a ) To the expenses of the canvass. 

( b ) To the needs of Institutions belonging to the Church in each 
Annual Conference or group of Conferences. 

(c) To the endowment of Vanderbilt University. 

Of the amount contributed, that portion not otherwise directed by 
the donors, $300.00 shall go to the General Board, and the remainder 
to be distributed as follows: 

(1) Fifty per cent shall be appropriated to Trinity College for the 
purpose of creating a loan fund for the use of needy students. 

(2) Thirty per cent shall be apportioned to Weaverville College, 
and twenty per cent to Davenport College. 

(3) That any money which may be contributed for the purpose of 
purchasing sites for school buildings, of erecting school buildings, or 
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procuring appliances of any sort for any school or schools, now 
vested or which may become vested in the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, during the year 1900, shall he regarded and counted 
as a part of the Twentieth Century Thank Offering.

In accordance with a resolution adopted by our General Board of 
Education, we suggest that the 3rd Sunday in June be known as 
“Educational Day,” in our Conference. We wish to emphasize the 
importance of giving this day and the cause for which it stands 
deserving consideration.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

Your Board submit the following report: 

It is highly gratifying to us to report some progress in this very 
important department of Church work. We are not in possession of 
the complete statistics for the present year; but judging from the 
data in hand, we believe there has been a slight increase in the 
general interest and attendance, and an encouraging improvement in 
methods of instruction. 

We regret that the observance of Children’s Day has not been gen- 
eral, but we are satisfied that wherever it has been observed, its benefi- 
cial results are apparent. The Board will continue, through its Secre- 
tary, to furnish printed programmes for this service free to all who 
will agree to take the collection. 

We recommend that a Sunday School Teachers’ Institute be con- 
ducted in connection with the Annual Sunday School and Epworth 
League Conference, for the purpose of studying and illustrating the 
best methods of instruction- — the time and place for such joint Con- 
ference to be determined by the Joint Committee. 

Again, we advise the holding of a Conference of Officers and 
Teachers, at least once a year, in every pastoral charge, to devise 
plans for reaching non-attendants, and for improving the quality 
of our Sunday School work. It is our firm conviction that no pas- 
toral charge can get the best results out of its Sunday School with- 
out it. 

We should not be content until there is a perennial Sunday School 
in every Southern Methodist Church — a Bible school for young and 
old fifty-two Sundays in the year. No Sunday School should ever be 
suspended so long as the day school in the same community con- 
tinues in operation. 
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With pleasure we note the marked and continued improvement 
of our Sunday School literature, under the able conduct of our own 
Dr. Atkins, and we insist upon its universal use in our Sunday 
Schools. In a general comparison, we find no better literature any- 
where; and for our own people, there is none so good. 

We urge our pastors to study and explain the ‘‘Home Department” 
plan in all their charges; and also request them to give, in their 
statistical reports, the full number of officers, teachers and pupils 
enrolled for the year.

SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON RUTHERFORD COLLEGE PROPERTY. 



Your Committee to whom was referred certain propositions from 
Rutherford College, report as follows: 

We recommend that the Conference purchase the College and 
run it mainly as a boys’ school of high grade, at such rates as to 
place it within the reach of the masses.
